PREPARING SEED 
FAIR EXHIBITS

Seed fairs will be attracting atten- 
tion from farmers during the months 
ahead and some hints on preparing 
samples for exhibiting should be 
timely. 

A good bulk sample is the first es 
sential in making up a winning erhib- 
it. 


Following are a few pointers on 


j preparing grain corn and potato ex 
hibits offered by W D Hay, cerealist 
at this station. 
| In preparing seed for exhibition one 
should aim to produce a sample that 
is uniform in size; of good colour; 
high in weight per bushel; free from 
immature kernels, cracked or damuag 
‘ed kernels, and of course, free from 
weed seeds or impurities of any kind. 
{It is advisable to first do as = much 
| grading as possible with the fanning 
mill and finally to remove the re 
maining undesirable kernels by hand. 
In wheat the abnormally large 


kernels are first removed and of the 
remainder those which will not pass 


through a No. 9 round screen are ol 
the size required for show purposes. 
After grading is done to obtain them 
a slotted screen 7-64 should be used 


to eliminate cracked kernels. 
In the case of oats grading can best 
be done by passing them over a 13-64
